REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Auburn  :  — 

In  presenting,  from  year  to  year,  a  report  of  the  schools 
of  our  town,  the  difficulty  of  making  suggestions  which 
have  not  become  familiar  by  annual  repetition  is  not  a 
trifling  one. 

That  suggestions  of  some  kind  need  to  be  made,  although 
many  of  the  schools  have  been  as  successful  as  can  be 
expected  under  existing  circumstances,  must  be  evident  to 
any  one  who  visits  schools  that  are  well  classified  and. 
trained.  Enter  such  a  school  for  the  first  time,  and  one  is 
amazed  at  the  absorbing  interest  taken  by  the  pupils  in  any 
subject  presented  by  the  skillful  teacher,  whether  in  the 
text-book  or  not. 

The  comparison  between  such  a  scene  and  that  presented 
by  some  of  our  own  schools,  where  many  of  the  children, 
with  vacant  faces  and  listless  actions,  seem  interested  only 
in  whiling  away  the  hours  of  the  session  is,  to  say  the 
least,  not  flattering  to  the  latter. 

What  are  the  causes  ? 

We  propose  to  repeat  once  more  a  few  of  them,  and  we 
hope  that  these  customary  repetitions  will  not  be  discon- 
tinued after  the  present  year,  pleading  only  the  necessities 
of  the  case  for  offering  what  you  will  say  is  the  same  old 
story. 

The  thorough  teacher  makes  up,  in  some  degree,  for 
many  of  the  minor  disadvantages,  but  when  you  find  a 
thorough  teacher  who  is  willing  to  work  for  almost  nothing, 
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it  is  wholly  accidental,  and  it  is  not  safe  to  run  the  risk  of 
employing  a  two-dollar-and-a-half  teacher  in  any  of  our 
schools.  It  is  an  insult  to  offer  such  a  price  to  any  person. 
We  do  not  expect  that  city  salaries  can  be  paid  in  a  town 
of  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  but  we  know  that  reasonable 
wages  can  and  should  be  paid.  Persons  who  will  work  for 
a  pittance  are  not  the  ones  to  be  employed  in  any  business, 
with  an  occasional  exception,  and  you  do  not  want  such  in 
your  school-rooms,  confusing  instead  of  enlightening  the 
minds  of  your  children. 

Then,  first,  don't  cling  to  the  idea  that  your  terms  of 
school  must  always  be  of  certain  lengths.  Don't  be  influ- 
enced by  precedents  established  in  this  direction,  but  strike 
out  independently,  and  pay  your  teachers  all  that  can  pos- 
sibly be  afforded,  remembering  always  that  a  good  teacher 
for  only  ten  weeks  in  the  year  is  incalculably  better  than  a 
poor  one  for  twenty. 

Secondly,  employ  teachers,  whenever  practicable,  who 
have  been  tried  in  your  own  or  other  districts,  and  have 
been  proved  to  be  worth  employing. 

Although  the  committee  have  not  seen  fit  to  report  indi- 
vidually the  success  or  failure  of  teachers  during  the  year 
just  closing,  there  are  those  whom  they  would  be  glad  to 
recommend,  in  private,  if  any  prudential  committee  should 
desire  it. 

Thirdly,  make  an  effort  to  secure  more  teachers  from  our 
State  Normal  School,  addressing,  for  the  purpose.  Mr.  H.  P. 
Warren,  principal,  Plymouth,  N.  H.  We  do  not  claim 
that  every  student  of  that  school  will  make  a  genuine 
teacher,  but  we  do  believe  that  there  is  more  probability  of 
obtaining  what  we  need  from  there  than  in  any  other  way. 
We  have  had  several  normal  teachers  in  our  schools  during 
a  few  years  past,  and  only  one  of  them  (not  teaching  here 
in  1880  and  1881),  in  our  opinion,  could  be  justly  censured. 
She,  in  pure  teaching  ability,  showed  the  efficiency  of  her 
training  at  Plymouth. 

In  regard  to  text-books :  It  was  thought,  near  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  school  year,  that  it  might  be  best,  for 
some  reasons,  to  try  a  continuation,  through  the  year,  of 
the  truce  begun  by  our  predecessor,  and  that  course  was 
finally  decided  upon,  although  the  conglomeration  of  books 
discovered  showed  the  want  ol  that  yearly  warfare  which  has 
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to  be  waged  against  them,  in  order  to  keep  near  a  uniform- 
ity in  almost  any  school. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  our  successor,  or 
successors,  look  into  this  matter  promptly  and  be  ready  to 
remedy  the  evil,  as  far  as  the  law  will  permit,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  summer  term. 

The  statistical  table  shows  a  record  of  absences  and  tardi- 
nesses which  is  an  improvement  upon  that  of  the  year  1878. 
We  have  nothing  at  hand  which  will  show  the  whole  num- 
ber of  different  pupils  for  that  year,  but  the  previous  year 
there  were  one  hundred  sixty-five,  and  this  year  there  have 
been  one  hundred  fifty-two,  while  there  were  one  hundred 
more  instances  of  tardiness  in  1878,  and  more  than  twice 
as  many  absences,  than  have  occurred  during  1880. 

We  congratulate  the  scholars,  in  particular,  on  this 
point,  and  hope  that  they  will  begin  a  new  year  with  the 
determination  to  make  still  more  improvement,  and  will  be 
heartily  seconded  in  their  efforts  by  the  adult  members  of 
their  respective  families. 

The  State  maps  have  proved  a  great  acquisition.  Most 
of  the  schools  show  a  knowledge  of  the  geography  of  New 
Hampshire  which,  compared  with  their  former  ideas  on 
the  subject,  is  very  commendable. 

We  have  said  that  many  of  our  schools  have  been  as  suc- 
cessful as  can  be  expected  under  existing  circumstances, 
and  some  have  certainly  been  more  so.  Certain  classes 
have  been  painstaking  and  in  earnest,  and  notwithstanding 
their  disadvantages  have  made  good  progress. 

In  view,  then,  of  some  good  results  attained  under  many 
disadvantages,  we  are  especially  anxious  to  see  what  would 
surely  be  accomplished  under  more  advantages.  But  we 
believe  that  nothing  short  of  the  adoption  of  the  town  sys- 
tem of  school  management  can  do  for  our  schools  what 
might  be  done  towards  bringing  them  up  to  a  first-rate 
standard.  We  do  not  see  that  the  adoption  of  the  meas- 
ure would  necessarily  involve  much,  if  any,  additional  ex- 
pense (although  we  need  more  school  money  under  the 
district,  and  should  need  more  under  the  town  system), 
and  the  more  systematic  supervision  of  schools  which  it 
renders  practicable  is  one  of  the  best  influences  that  can  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  them.
